Kansas State students last year 
numbered 2,900. This will probab- 
ly mean an enrollment/ ot from 
2,600 to 3.000 for the present se- 
mester. 

Vice-President J. T. Wlllard 
stated that although there has 
been small decrease in correspon- 
dence with prospective students 
this year, the amount which has 
been done is heavy considering 
conditions. An indication of a pos- 
sible decrease in enrollment is 
shown by the number of trans- 
cripts received in the vice-presi- 
dent's office. The number re- 
ceived for this semester reached 
1 as compared to a total of 1.Q7S 
for last year. Transcripts for 1930 
totaled 1,259. 

Many Kansas State graduates 
who were unable to find employ- 
ment after graduation plan to re- 
turn this fall for postgraduate 
work.

The board of regents recently ap- 
proved the construction of a new 
dairy barn for the college The con 
tract will be let September 15 at 
the office of the state business man- 
ager tn Topeka, according to Dean 
R A Beaton. Contracts Include the 
general contract, a contract for 
heating and plumbing, and one for 
wiring. 

The bam was originally to east 
$60X00 and such an appropriation 
was made by the state legislature. 
Work on the bam was delayed un- 
til th* board of regents had an op- 
portunity to act on the matter. The 
regents in July gave permission for 
the construction of the barn, pro- 
viding It could be done at a cost of 
$46,000. 

The structure will be two stories 
high and will be of stone. Radiating 
from the central axis Will be two 
wings. The front of the central 
part of the building will be used as 
a niilk house and the rear as a 
feed room. The second story will 
be of wood or of wood and steel and 
will be used for hay storage. The 
first floor of the bam will be of 
concrete and the celling of the fb-st 
floor will be of reinforced concrete.

"The intetligencta Is that inter- 
esting class of people which spsnds 
so much time forming a phuosoph} 
that it has no time for anything 
■else." Dr. Thomas 8. Thorns*, 
public utility economist of Ala- 
bama, told students and faculty 
members In assembly. Tuesday 
morning. 

"And It Is the Intelligence who 
tell us that machines create no 
beauty and tear down culture." 
Doctor Thomas was speaking on 
the subject. "What the Machine Is 
Doing to Mankind."

VIEWS ON NATIVE LAND

"t have been away from India 
for quite a while." Stephen P. Das 
Bangalore, India, said. "And I cant 
give you my opinion on this matter 
of Mahatma Gandhis fast." 

Das who Is majoring In Agricul- 
ture here, soent one year in Eur- 
ope before coming to United States 
to enter as a student at K ansa 3 
State college. 

"According to what I have learn- 
ed, Gandhi started this fast be- 
cause he believed that the lower 
caste called the 'untouchables' were 
being done a moral and political 
injustice. According to the laws laid 
out by England," Das continued, 
"the 'untouchables' were to vote 
twice: Once as Hindus and the 
second time as the depressed :lass. 

"To anyone this would seem quite 
reasonable, but lr one were familial 
with the tlmidness of these 'un- 
touchables' he would know that in 
areas where the majority of people 
were of the higher class, the lower 
caste would be afraid to vote in op- 
position to them. Only in districts 
where the 'untouchables' were in 
the majority might they vale freely, 
without being swayed by the power 
of the high caste people. 

"The British, according lo a law 
made by the Donoughmore com- 
mission, tried to separate the 'un- 
touchables' politically after having 
the satisfaction of separating them 
in their economic, social, and rel- 
igious Uvea. What Oandhi pro- 
posed recently was that the voting 
should be done by the Joint elector- 
ates for al communities and all 
classes should be represented on 
some agreed platform. Still, e^en 
though some of the British com- 
missions reported favorably and 
backed Gandhi on his stand against 
the government, Great Britain did 
not heed them and when Oandhi 
heard of this, he devised this death 
fast in opposition to the govern- 
ment. He knew that If the British 
government would let him die, they 
would hsve to deal with the whole 
of India. 

"Great Britain, forced to take 
quick action, presented a compro- 
mise on the privileges of the un- 
touchables' in legislative election* 
This caused Mahatma Gandhi to 
break his fast."

Injustice. According to the laws laid 
out by England," Das continued, 
"the 'untouchables' were to vote 
twice: Once as Hindus and the 
second time as the depressed :1a « 
"To anyone this would seem quite 
reasonable, but If one were familial 
with the timid ness of these 'un- 
touchables' he would know that In 
areas where, the majority of people 
were of the higher class, the lower 
caste would be afraid to vote in op- 
position to them. Only in districts 
where the untouchables' were in 
the majority might they vole freely 
without being swayed by the power 
of the high caste peopb. 

"The British, according to a law 
made by the Donoughmore com- 
mission, tried to separate the 'un- 
touchables' politically after having 
the satisfaction of separating them 
in their economic, social, and rel- 
igious lives. What Gandhi - pro- 
posed recently was that the voting 
should be done by the Joint elector- 
ates for al communities and all 
should be represented on 
greed platform. Still, even 
though some of the British com- 
missions reported favorably and 
backed Gandhi on his stand against 
the government, Great Britain did 
not heed them and when Gandhi 
heard of this, he devised this death 
fast in opposition to the govern- 
ment. He knew that If the British 
government would let him die.' they 
would have to deal with the 
of India.

Professor Howe believes the 
wording of the amendment leaves 
us in doubt regarding the rate 
which would apply for schools in 
cities in which more than one-hall 
of the area of the school district 
lies outside the city limits. 



Te amendment states that "no 
property taxed according to value 
shall be so taxed in excess of two 
percestum of Its true value in 
money for all state odd local pur- 
poses where lying within the limits 
of any dty or within the limits ol 
any school district of which more 
than one-half of the area lies 
within the limits of any city, nor 
more than one and one*- half per- 
centum when lying without the 
limits ot such city or school dis- 
trict." 

"There have been various Inter- 
pretations given this clause which 
indicates that it Is lacking in clar- 
ity." Professor Howe said. "Ap- 
85 per cent ot all third 
and 53 of the 77 second 
In Kansas have more 
than half of the area of their 
school districts outside the dty 
limits. Whether the rate of 15 or 
30 mills will apply tn 
will depend upon the 
Hon of this clause." 

The amendment states that the 
legislature shall pnacrlbe the man- 
ner by which the rate of rati on 
shall be prorated to the several 
taxing districts. "It does not spec- 
ify In what nwver or by whom 
this proration shall be made," 
Professor Howe explained. 

"The primary argument for the 
amendment,' Professor Howe stat- 
ed, "Is that It will set a definite 
maximum tax rate on read estate 
and tangible personal psoperty. The

Two other hln- 
to the advancement ol 
sport In China are: In the days ot 
the empire, .the uper class Chl- 
er participated in any 
kind of muscular exertion, that 
was not absolutely necessary as 
they considered this lowering 
themselves to the class of commi 
laborers and coolies, and the fact 
that they do not possess the abil- 
ity to cooperate. 

"It Is not at all hard to get ac 
qualnted." Tcdd said. "The Chi 
nese were especially friendly and 
eager to help me enjoy the year 
They were all veiy Interested In 
'lie American customs and were 
ww tiling to engage in discussions 
concerning the good and bad points 
of the two countries. In general 
I found Chinese students Interest 
Ing and lively and always ready to 
engage In some form of recreation. 
Used Chopsticks. 
"During the last semester '' Todd 
said, "I lived In the dormitory and 
had Chinese food all the time. Ol 
curse, I had to use chopsticks be- 
cause there was nothing else to 
use, but contrary to the general 
belief, they were not at all diffi- 
cult to use and after a few meals 
J could use one almost as well as 
the Chinese. Chinese food is much 
different than our food but ft is a 
matter of personal opinion wheth- 
er one likes It or not. Personally. 
I like it.*'

Alter a conference today with 
Harff lea, Allen Issued a statement 
saying: "In this emergency I am de- 
signing Adrian Undsey to take over 
the active detail coaching of the 
football team. Mike Oetto will con- 
tinue In his present capacity as as- 
sistant varsity coach and Ooach H. 
W. Hargtss will continue as head 
track coach without any reduction 

In salary." 

Formal Resignation 

The deal waa completed when 
Hargtss addressed his formal resig- 
nation as football coach to Chan- 
cellor E. H. Llndley, chairman c-f 
the athletic board. Hargtss' letter 
laid: 

"Because of apparent dlssatlsfac- 

awtth the coaching of the foot- 
team I feel that for the beat 
interests of the university I should 
be "relieved of further responsibility 
in that field. This will give me an 
opportunity to direct my efforts as 
track coach to the maintenance of 
the prestige of track and field ath- 
letics at the university" 

Dr. Allen said Lindaeys appoint- 
ment as acting head coach was for 
one year. Undsey, who was a star 
fullback for the Jayhawkers and 
captain of the football squad here 
In ISM. was appointed assistant to 
Hargtss several weeks ago. 

After a spectacular career as a 
field goal kicker and all-around 
In college, Undsey played 
» the champion 88th division 
In the A. E. P. and returned 
,a mater In 1918 a* fresh- 
man football and varsity baseball 
coach. He played baseball with the 
Pittsburgh Pirates In 1931, then was 
dzcgjped to the minor leagues, 
fearing at B eth a n y 
Por five years Undsey was head 
coach at Bethany college. Llnds- 
borg, Kan., going from there to the 
Unveralty of Oklahoma The Okla- 
homa football department under- 
went a shakeup after the Sooner* 
finished the 1931 season in a last- 
place tie with Missouri in the Big 
ttx conference. The Scene re' only 
conference victim last season was 
Kansas Lindsay resigned as head 
coach and returned to live In Law- 
rence.

-Sound Mind, Sound Body) 
Physical education courses, which have been 
Inquired for forty years In the college of liberal 
arts and sciences, at the University of Kansas, 
aa a prerequisite to graduation, have been made 
Optional for the 1933-33 school year. In the past, 
•indents In the college were required to have 
Jour semesters of this work before they were 
eligible for a degree. Chancellor E. H. Lindley 
■aw the change was made as an experiment 
largely to help in meeting the reduction of 2a 
per cent In the* university budget. 

Belter ways than this could be found to meet 
the reduction in the budget. At the beginning 
Of the World war when all of our young men 
•were given physical examinations upon their 
fcnilsUng In the army. It was found that a large 
per cent needed intense training before they 
would be fit for the strenuous service. Since 
that time physical education has come Into its 
own and in all public schools and colleges the 
training of the body has been emphasised and 
gtod results obtained. Each fall, fewer cases are 
found of students who are unable to take the 
required physical training. This is due to the

Book Review

My first Introduction to Mr, T. S. Btribllng- 
th rough his latest novel, "The Store," — has been 
most impressive. 

He is one of the few modern novelists who 
realize that novels may be written for some 
purpose other than exhibiting a capacity for , 
superficial brilliance on the part ot the author. 
He Is pne who shuns the methods of the In- 
tellectual smart- aleck. and relies on simple, ar- 
tistic narrative, together with a vivid knowledge 
of his subject, tor his success. 

■The Store," set in Florence, Alabama, pre- 
sents an interesting study of conditions In the 
South after the Civil War. Mr. ^tribling does 
not make us painfully aware that he is dwelling 
on the decline of southern aristocracy and the 
problem of the negro in the South: he merely 

through a forceful narrative picture. 

Colonel Mlltiades Vslden represents the pre- 
Clvil war aristocrat who found himself poor and 
obscure during the reconstruction of the South. 
Toulssalnt Valden and his mother, Oracle,— 
negroes who are white— show the pathos of the 
quadroon and octroon — not accepted by the 
whites and not content to mingle with the 
blacks. J. Handback and Son represent the 
southern merchant who' cheated the illiterate 
financially prominent by 
■ the old plantations at a ridiculously 
low price when their owners were unable to 
hold them because of the ruin brought on by 
the Civil war. 

There are many other characters, but most 
of them faH into these three daseas. The plot 
Is an Interesting one— but the number of sub- 
plots and the many characters make it 
slble to give a synopsis here. 

But you will enjoy reading the book 
though it is some five hundred pages In 
It Is not tiresome.

battery Is of all-metal con- 
struction, and Is about four and 
one-half feet high, four feet wide, 
and ten feet long. It accomodates 
33 hens, each fowl having an Indi- 
vidual compartment 12 Inches wide, 
IB inches high, and 18 Inches deep 
The floors and sides of the com- 
partments are made of heavy one- 
by-flve galvanized wire, the large 
meshes allowing feathers rto fair 
from the cages readily. The cages 
are in two decks, each deck having 
two rows of compartments. The 
compartments face toward the out- 
side and the floor of each slopes 
to ward the outside extending Its 
end, being turned up to form a tray 
Into which each egg rolls as soon 
I laid. 

By means of a fairly simple drip 
system each hen is provided with 
running water in an individual 
cup. Each hen also has an indi- 
vidual feed hopper so that It ts 
posslble to feed each a prescribed 
and exclusive ration. 

Fowls seem to thrive In the cages 
without their customary exercise, 
says Wilhelm, experiments having 
been conducted In the east in which 
birds were confined for four years 
successfully.

"War has been outlawed by the 
terms of the Kellog-Brland peace 
pact, and peace ha* replaced It aa 
a means of settling world disputes," 
stated Carl M. Elchelberger, « peek- 
ing In Thursday's assembly on "The 
International Situation Today." 

"The world's attitude has been 
revolutionised." he continued. "Be- 
fore the World war there was no 
international community and prac- 
tically no International morality 
How, through the League of Na- 
tions, a medium of arbitration for 
even the most insignificant nations 
has arisen." 

Elchelberger spoke of three great 
crises which confront the League 
this winter : economic, disarms- 
. and Far East. "The economic 
results from the nations' de- 
sire to be self-supporting In ths 
event of another war. Each coun- 
try has surrounded Itself with 
i of tariff, has withdrawn from 
international economic 
This condition will re- 
sult in either primltiv^self^epen- 

he continued. 

That the president of the United 
States has advanced the most prac- 
ticable plan for world disarmament 
in proposing a one-third cut in all 
nations' arms Is Elchelberger 'S 
opinion. The Russian proposal for 
total disarmament, France's desire 
to be protected by an International 
police force, Germany's cry for 
equality he considers inadequate. 
"The arms conference to be held at 
Oeneva next week will be of vital 
Importance and significance," he 
declared. "And should Prance and 
America agree, the trend toward 
world disarmament will be further- 

He stated that Japan acted in 
open defiance of the Kellog pact 
last winter, and contrary to the 
League agreements. "However, 1 ' he 
said, "The Lytton report demon- 
strates the power of the League to 
investigate and settle a war situa- 
tion, by peaceful methods." 

"We must think of polities m 
terms of foreign affairs. The day 
has passed when the greatest thing 
one could do for one's country was 
to die for it; now we must live for 
It," concluded the speaker.

Thirty milk inspectors from over 
the state of Kansas are attending 
the four day course offered by the 
dairy husbandry department of the 
A college. The classes, which are be- 
tag held in the west wing of Wat- 
er's hall will continue until No- 
vember 19, 

The program for November 16 
consisted of: "The Relation of the 
Dairy Industry to the Milk Inspec- 
tor/* Pro!. W. H. Martin; "Newer 
Knowledge of the Food Value of 
Dairy Products/" Prof, W. H. Kid- 
dell, who will also demonstrate how 
to determine the softness of curd 
In cows' milk. Proressora W, J. Caul- 
lleld and W H Martin demonstra- 
ted laboratory analysis of milk 
samples for butter fat, total solids, 
sediment, and acidity. Professor 
Caul field also demonstrated the 
Hartvct Cryoscopc for the detect- 
ion of added water In milk. 

Thursday's program consisted 
of: "The Collection and Care of 
Bacteriological Samples," and "Bac- 
tc.'tology Analysis of Milk Samples."

The thtee industries which have 
weathered the storm of the present 
economic depression, according to 
Doctor Bane, are: the tomato Juice 
industry, the cellophane industry, 
and the public welfare Industry. 
The latter of which he firmly be- 
lieves will rapidly increase In the 
future through necessity. However, 
under the present system of poor 
relief, we will be called upon to at 
those we ar . now helping urn: 
their dying day. 

Tr.fi big question, then, is, hqp 
are we going to best handle sucn a 
problem? Doctor Bane thinks thai 
a form cf state control similar to 
our present educational system 
would be the best type of publtt 
welfare organization . 

In order to put such a system Ir 
operation, four basic principles 
should be toll awed. First, a state 
organization should be formed to 
be directly responsible for the ad 
ministration and supervision of a 
welfare activities throughout the 
state. 

In the second place, only publl' 
agencies should administer public 
welfare funds; thus, centering re- 
sponsibility and eliminating graft 

A sufficient proportion of the 
relief funds should be budgeted fo 
administrative purposes, as such ar 
organization must have competen 
Engineering. 

And the last, but very Important 
principle Is that the administrative 
department must be composed 
individuals competent and quatf let- 
to fill the positions,

ALUMNI AND FOOTBALL 
Kansas Bate college and members of Its alum- 
ni set a pretty good example as to the best 
to regard football In connection with 
school activities. At Manhattan, football is an 
Incident In collegiate life — an Important one It 
is true, but nothing to get upset about. Several 
other schools In the Big Six conference have had 
violent upheavals in their coaching staffs in 
'late years. All because their teams did not win 
as many games aa was expected. Kansas State 
started out on the present season with high 
hope* for a conference championship. This 
hope was shared by many alumni although many 
graduates of the school frankly say that they 
hope the Aggies will never win a champion- 
ship; that then they will never be expected to 
finish out in front year after year. But some- 
thing happened to the team and the season 
■hows two conference victories and three de- 
feats. In many other schools that record would 
jj have been enough for turmoil In the athletic 
department, but net so at Kansas State. Mike 
Ahearn and Bo McMUltn still have the con- 
. flflence Of school authorities, of the student body 
and of the great mass of the alumni. The sit- 
uation is summed up by C. E. McBrlde, sports 
editor of the Kansas City Star as follows: 
v Kansas and Kansas state have finished their 
aeason, their players have given earnestly and 
valiantly Of their services and the coaches have 
j, labored without stint In their efforts to teach 
an the intricate lessons that football holds. For. 
Kansas the season as far as victories go proba- 
bly may be rated more successful than that of 
Kansas state but the state of football as a sport 
and its attendant conditions are happier at Man- 
hattan than at Lawrence. 4t Kansas, the gaff

The three men to receive madals 
and cash awards for high indi- 
vidual scoring were J. J. Warden 
with 1098.3 points out of a pos- 
sible 1333.3, R. T, Harper, with 
1,0809 points, -and O. C. Moore 
with 1.021.7 points. Other member: 
of the team were Tom Avery. 
Clarence Anderson, and were ac- 
companied by Prof. H. M. Scott, 
coach of the team, and D. A, Wil- 
helm, assistant coach In Judging 
eggs. , 

In the meats Judging contest J. U 
Miller ti'ed for fifth and tfxth 
place in the entire contest with 778 
points out of a possible 800. The 
other members of this team were 
L. R. Daniels, G. R. Munson, and 
Harold Kugler. Prof. L. J. Bra ti- 
ler of the animal husbandry de- 
partment coached the team. The 
teams that entered in the meats 
•Judging contest and the order In 
which they finished were Ohio 
State. Nebraska, Iowa State. Kan- 
sas State. North Dakota, Virginia. 
Ontario, Massachusetts, and 
State. 

A record of the contests since 
1922 and the olaclng of K. S. C. for 
each year has been: third in 1932; 
fourth in 1923: seventh in 1824;

In the fall of 1000 the Wildcat 
football team complied an enviable 
record, scoring a total of 320 
points to 11 by their opponents. 
However, it Is not the purpose of 
this scribble to chronicle all of the 
glorious deeds of the 1908 gridiron 
machine for /these records are on 
file and are accessible to the gen- 
eral public. The mole-skin :lad 
athletes of that season won from 
Kansas Wesley an 35-0, from South- 
western university 60-0, Empcria 
Teachers were turned back 44-0, 
Falrmount college, now known » 
Wichita university, was beaten 71- 
and Washburn was taken tnu 
:amp to the tune of 40-0. 

On the opposite side of the lcdg-;r 
we find that Kansas univer-.lt • 
scored 5 points against Kansas 
State. Missouri, coached bv :r-e la 
moua Bill Roper of Princeton fame 
made 3 points, and Crelghton uni- 
versity annexed 3 points. While 
they were making these points the 
Wildcats collected 58. 

But one game that Stands out »- 
the memory of the fans who fol- 
lowed the 1909 team is the game 
played with Oklahoma Aggies on 
the 13th day or November. Dope 
pointed to an easv game for Kan- 
sas State and optimistic rrotor 
predicted a win or the Wildcats by 
90 or 100 points and nearly every 
citizen of Manhattan was wlllinp 
and ready to bet the family ailvs 
that Kansas State would win by 
at least 00 points.

As soon as proper arrangements can be made, 
polls will be placed in Anderson hall at which 
Kansas State students may voice their opin- 
ions as to whether the eighteenth amendment 
should be repealed through ratification of the 
repeal by the people or retain its present status 
regarding liquor control. 

The overwhelming democratic victory Novem- 
ber a evidenced thafc In Kansas many republi- 
cans bolted the party to vote for the much- 
taiked-of ■ change." The decisive vote in Kan- 
sas was said to have been caused by the repeal 
plank In the democratic platform. 
I Jfc Is doubtful whether or not the repeal was 
uppermost in the hearts of Kansans when they 
voiced their approval of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
for president. The Idea of the poll Is to ob- 
tain a clear, intelligent viewpoint of the student 
body after its members have analyzed the situa- 
tion to the best of their ability and feel the 
courage of their convictions.

The How and Why Of 
The Horse Is Fact y 
Not Theory, To 'Vets 

Evolution Is more than a theory 
to the anatomy department at 
Kansas State, 

"The Evolution of the Horse" has 
recently been added to the museum 
of the anatomy department. It Is 
a collection of the specimens shew- 
ing the development of a horse 
from the Eocene period to the mod- 
ern horse. Several thousand ytars 
are involved. 

The Eocene horse has five toes 
and closely resembles a dog except 
the head is shaped like that of a 
horse. There is a model of the 
horse of this period In the collec- 
tions. As time went on the horse 
went through the lower obllgocene 
period, the mlocene period, and 
on to the modern norse. 

There are specimen ts comparing 
the heads, fore-feet, hind-feet and 
the teeth of the four periods, "The 
Evolution of a Horse*' Is on dis- 
play In the am phi-theatre in Vet- 
hall.

"The world wheat surplus Is one 
of the problems connected with the 
present economic -situation which 
must be solved within the next 
few months," said Dr, C. O. Swan- 
son, head of the department ot 
milling industry, speaking on "The 
WoUd Wheat Surplus" at the stu- 
dent assembly last Friday morn- 
ing. 

The three great wheat producing 
countries of the world, according 
to Doctor Swanson, are China, the 
United States, and Russia, but of 
these only the United States pro- 
duces a surplus. The major coun- 
tries producing excess wheat are 
the United States, Canada, Argen- 
tina, and Australia. 

"Reasons for the present surplus," 
Doctor Swanson said, "are in- 
creased production during the 
World war, wide spread use ot 
mechanized methods of farming 
decrease of per capita consump- 
tion, and decrease of exports."

MURRAY RESCINDS ORDERS 
TO EXPEL 0. U. LEADERS 



Athletic Stars and ClaM Officers

The order of punishment by ex- 
pulsion had hardly begun for 14 
student leaders of Oklahoma uni- 
versity when Governor W. H 
Murray retaliated by ordering their 
reinstatement. The fate of five 
athletic teams hung in the balance 
awaiting the governor's decision. 
Expulsion proceedings for the 14 
students followed the flogging of 
Bill Stephens, a student reporter, 
by a 26-year-old secret order 
known as the D. D. M. C. 

Shortly before dawn Sunday 
morning the expelled students 
gathered at the executive mansion 
and made a personal appeal to the 
governor against the expulsion or- 
der Issued Saturday by the boare' 
of regents. The Oklahoma City 
Times and the Dally Oklahoman. 
for whom Stephens corresponds 
had vigorously urged the disband - 
ment of the secret order and de- 
manded that Stephen's abductor; 
be brought to trial In a criminal 
court. Governor Murray's ardcr 
however, granted Immunity from 
prosecution. 

When the personnel or the order 
was made known early yesterday 
by the members themselves It was 
found to include Andy Beck, bas- 
ketball star; Bill Pansze. Or n 
Borah, and Edsel Curnutt. football 
men, Charles Davis, tennis star; 
Bob Hert of the polo team: Fred 
Newton, president of the senior 
class and by student vote the "best 
all-around male student"; Charles 
Tell, post-graduate and assistant 
coach of the freshman football 
team; Bill Newlock, captain of 
the R. O, T. C. and track team 
member, and other leaders of the 
student body. 

Murray's reinstatement ord^r 
came as a surprise in view of the 
number of fraternity men in the 
organization. On several occasions 
he has criticized college fraternit- 
ies, asserting they taught loyalty U> 
secret rites above allegiance to gov- 
ernment. All but three of the ex- 
pelled students were fraternity 
men. Stephens himself is a frater- 
nity man and a sophomore at the

Thirty-Seven Per Cent of Men and 
Thirty-Three Per Cent ol 



Eight hundred ninety-three men 
len, or 36.1 per cent of the 
total student body, are members ol 
fraternities and sororities at Kan 
sas State college, according to i 
survey completed recently by a 
subcommittee of the faculty 
cll on student affairs. 

A greater proportion of me: 
women are members of organized 
houses, the survey shows. Of the 
1,656 men students, 622, or 37 5 per 
cent, belong to fraternities. Soror- 
ity membership includes 271 of the 

cent. 

Many members of fraternities 
and sororities do not live in the or- 
ganizations' houses. Of the 622 fra- 
ternity members, 181, or 30 per 
cent, live in private homes or 
rooming houses in the city. One 
hundred one sorority members, or 
37.2 per cent, do not live in chap- 
ter houses. 

The survey Includes reports on 
the financial condition of the var- 
ious fraternities and sororities 
sanitary conditions of the houses, 
and a fire inspection of all the 
This information Is kept

the advisor of that organization.

gomery-Ward and company, ana 
still later as vice-president and 
manager of the Seaman Paper com- 
pany of Chicago. He died In 1896, 
Shortly after having been offered a 
position as associate editor of The 
Nation's Business, cf Washington, 
b. c. 

Five years ago Mrs. Schott sent 
a check for $100 to the department 
of Journalism, asking that it be 
given as a prize to the student In 
advertising who showed aptitude 
and promise In the field in which 
Mr Scott was later interested. 

Last summer. Mrs. Schott sent to 
Mr. Flint a bronze medallion of 
Mr, Schott. This medallion was 
made by Theodore Splcer-Simson, 
well-known English medalist, and 
exhibitor of medals in Paris, Lon- 
don, and for the Century Club, New 
York City. 

Just a short time after sending 
this gift, Mrs. Schott died. Instead 
of a check for the Schott Prise this 
year came notice from the adminis- 
trators of her estate that provision 
had been made to establish the fund. 
The money has been invested, and 
beginning again next year the 
Schott Prizes will be awarded, com- 
ing from this fund.

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A CASE OF MISTAKEN VIEWS 
The biennial report of Karma* State college 
Issued recently by President P. D. FarreU In- 
cluded an objectory clause regarding chemists 

the request of law enforcement officers. When 
tin report was made public scores of Kansas 
editors pointed accusing editorial fingers at 
Kansas State officials for not desiring to co- 
operate In enforcing the laws of the state. 

The thtught in President Farrell's mind I* 
obvious to those familiar with the situation 
here, but apparently several failed to see the 
figurative light. 

Chemists are employed at the college to In- 
struct students in the rudiments of chemistry. 
Whenever one of them performs a liquor test 
for prohibition officers he is" frequently re- 
quired t6 spend three or four days attending 
the trial of the miscreant whose beverage he 
has tested. Chemists are paid comparatively 
. well at Kansas State to teach chemistry. They 
are paid three dollars a day as witnesses to 
' loiter about outlying courthouses waiting to give 
i meager amount of testimony. 

The comment in the report la not an indi- 
cation that officials at Kansas State do not 
wish to atd in law enforcement. It Is a state- 
ment of fact— that chemists of the ooliege are 
not teaching* classes when they are away testi- 
fying as to the power and purity or some- 
| body's intoxicating liquor. 

Pr< .'.ident Parrell has offered a logical remedy 
to the situation. He has suggested that a board 
or a bureau be created by the state for the ex- 
press purpose of carrying on tests upon con- 
floated liquor. Cbvleusiy, this would allow in- 
structors of the various state institutions to 
perform the prescribed duties from which they 
■re paid.

Oxford Is not what Rhodes scho 
lars expect It to be. according to 
an article written for the Omaha 
World Herald by a member of Its 
staff that was once one of them. . 

"Rhodes scholars feel like for- 
gotten men in England's famous 
university. If they date coeds they 
are branded 'snakes,' and if they 
stay out after 9 o'clock they must 
beware of the human 'bulldogs.' " 
the former Oxford student declared 
Each year the United States 
sends thirty-two Rhodes scholars 
to England. Under the present dis- 
trict plan four are chosen In each 
of eight geographical districts after 
the district candidates have been 
selected by state committees. 
The article states that the first 
a Rhodes scholar learns 
when he reaches Oxford Is that he 
la not a scholar. His college has Its 
own scholarships, awarded tP young 
Englishmen, and these students 
alone have the privileges and dis- 
tinctions of scholars. 

They wear long flowing gowns 
and dine at a special table in the 
dining hall. They get first choice 
of rooms and are expected to do the 
college credit fn examinations. 

However, the Rhodes scholar, like 
the majority of Englishmen who go 
to Oxford without a record of spe- 
cial brilliance in preparatory 
schools, is a commoner. He wears a 
short black gown with no sleeves In 
it. and in matters of seniority taRes 
second place. 

The article declares that the 
American is met at the ocllege 
gate by a proctor, shown to' his 
room and then forgotten. He gets 
his information concerning starting 
in the school from the bulletin 
boards. From these he learns that 
he is to call on a tutor, which he 
does. The tutor gives him a list 
of books to read, and a subject for 
an essay. Then he Is again forgot-

SILENT NOW 
The country lost a great man with the death 
of Calvin Coollage. The Vermont boy who be- 
I came president was one of the greatest figures 
of our generation. 

When the history of this time is written in 
future centuries Coolldge will occupy no large 
part of the space. There were no sensational 
episodes during his administration and he 
no special record as an outstandin 
tor, but always he held firm hand on the 
enjoyed the respect of the populace and his as- 
sociates, remained placid and unruffled when 
confronted with the most perturbing problems. 
And now, during the recent years of depression, 
emalned In the public mind as a calm 
i strong man to whom the world looked with 
respect. ' , . 

One should not be partisan In speaking of 
the death of a truly great man— for greatness 
rises above political affiliations -but there Is no 
denying that the Republicans have suffered an 
Irreparable loss In this leader. Those who be- 
lieved the Republicans could regain their lost 
power and prestige four years hence under the 
leadership of Coolldge were not few. The coun- 
try would have rallied to this quiet man where 
the exhortations of colorful demagogues would 
be disregarded. His leadership was based not 
on personality but firmness of character. The 
country has none to replace this last of her ex-

"Do Not Dive Into 
Empty Pools' Is 
Advice of Experts 

"Caution: Do not dive into an 
empty pool" is the sound advice 
printed on the back of the men's 
swimming permit card. No, there 
are no morons or idiots in school 
who have to be told this. Many 
such accidents happen here and 
to other gymnasiums. 

"Playing in the showers often 
leads to a challenge such as, 'Bet 
I beat you in' causing a wild dash 
and dive into the pool," said C 
S. Moll, instructor in swimming, 
"and the victim may fall into ttr 
pool before he realizes it is empty." 

"Such an accident Is especially 
liable to happen in gyms wnere the 
showers are separated from th" 
pool by swinging doors of opaque 
glass." Mr. Moll continued. "A 
swimmer will dash through such 
doors and will be unable to stop 
himself before it is too late." 



'Most accidents are the result ol 
play- he pointed .out. "On 



practice of the beginner to u> . irv 
to swim two lengths starting at 
the deep end. Doing this, he 
reaches the deep water nearly ex- 
hausted and may need help. How- 
ever, if he starts at the shallow 
end and to tired when he comes 
back to It, he could climb out, ol 
course, very easily," 

Thus we see that the precau- 
tions, even the one "Do not dive 
Into an empty pool" are there for 
a purpose.

"While swimming underwater In 
a pool, the eyes should always be 
kept open, even if it does make 
smart a little. Many serious 
have been caused by the 
underwater swimmer blindly but- 
ting the side of the pool with hiF 
head, often knocking himself un- 
conscious and giving him no 
to get help."

It now contains specimens of live 
snakes, an alligator, turtles, and 
many other animals native to Kan- 
sas. The alligator Is eleven er 
twelve years old and four and one 
half to five feet in length. The 
snake collection consists of dia- 
mond rattlesnakes, timber rattle- 
snakes, spreading vipers, blue ra- 
cers, garter snakes, a South Ameri- 
can black snake, and many other 
species. These specimens have 
either beep donated to the museum 
or found on field trips by college 
students. y 
A reptile resembling a slender 
bull-snake was found by a 
directed by Dr. Har- 
professor of zoo- 
logy, while on a field trip near 
Hutchinson. Kansas. On closer ex- 
amination, however .It proved to be 
an "Arizona elegans." This snake 
Is not a native of Kansas, but of 
Arlsona, as the name might indl- 
cate. The exact location of the dis- 
covery of the reptile is about two 
and one half miles southwest oi 
Medora In south central Kansai, 
Reno county. 

The elegans has been reported 
from three Kansas counties, Clark 
Morton. and Stafford. Thus, 
through K. 8. C, the known geo- 
graphic range of the elegans has 
been Increased. 

Mr Harbaugh, who has kept the 
snake in his office since its cap- 
ture, says It has not eaten since it 
was captured. The elegans Is of the 
non-polsonlus variety as are Kan- 
sas or native snakes. The poisonous
